— Precious  in  the  sight  of  the 
Lord  is  the  death  of  his  saints.

1  Thess.  5  :  9,  10.— For  God  hath  not  ap- 
pointed us  to  wrath,  but  to  obtain  salvation 
by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ — who  died  for  us, 
that  whether  we  wake  or  sleep  we  should 
live  together  with  him.

1  Cor.  15  :  40. — There  are  celestial  bodies, 
and  bodies  terrestrial :  but  the  glory  of  the 
celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial 
is  another.

1  Cor.  15  :  41. — There  is  one  glory  of  the 
sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon,  and  an- 
other glory  of  the  stars  :  for  one  star  differeth 
from  another  star  in  glory.

1  Cor.  15  :  42. — So  also  is  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption,  it  is 
raised  in  incorruption.

2  Peter,  3  :  13. — Nevertheless  we,  accord- 
ing to  his  promise,  look  for  new  heavens  and 
a  new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness.

Is.  65  :  17. — Behold,  I  create  new  heavens 
and  a  new  earth ;  and  the  former  shall  not 
be  remembered,  nor  come  into  mind.

Rev.  21  :  1. — And  I  saw  a  new  heaven 
and  a  new  earth :  for  the  first  heaven  and  the 
first  earth  were  passed  away — and  there  was 
no  more  sea.

Rev.  21  :  23. — And  the  city  had  no  need 
of  the  sun,  neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  in 
it :  for  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and 
the  Lamb  is  the  light  thereof.

Is.  60  :  19. — The  sun  shall  be  no  more  thy 
light  by  day  ;  neither  for  brightness  shall  the 
moon  give  light  unto  thee :  but  the  Lord  shall 
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be  unto  thee  an  everlasting  light,  and  thy  God 
thy  glory.

Is.  60  :  20. — Thy  sun  shall  no  more  go 
down,  neither  shall  thy  moon  withdraw  it- 
self. For  the  Lord  shall  be  thine  everlasting 
light,  and  the  days  of  thy  mourning  shall  be 
ended.

Is.  33  :  24. — And  the  inhabitant  shall  not 
say,  I  am  sick  :  the  people  that  dwell  therein 
shall  be  forgiven  their  iniquity.

— And  the  gates  of  it  shall  not 
be  shut  at  all  by  day  :  for  there  shall  be  no 
night  there.

Rev.  21  :  4. — And  God  shall  wipe  away 
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all  tears  from  thine  eyes ;  and  there  shall  be 
no  more  death,  neither  sorrow  nor  crying, 
neither  shall  there  be  any  more  pain  ;  for  the 
former  things  are  passed  away.

2  Peter,  3  :  11. — Seeing  then  that  all  these 
things  shall  be  dissolved,  what  manner  of 
persons  ought  ye  to  be  in  all  holy  conversa- 
tion and  godliness  ?

— Looking  for  and  hasten- 
ing unto  the  coming  day  of  God,  wherein  the 
heavens  being  on  fire  shall  be  dissolved,  and 
the  elements  shall  melt  with  fervent  heat.

— Wherefore,  beloved,  see- 
ing that  ye  look  for  such  things,  be  diligent, 
that  ye  may  be  found  of  him  in  peace,  with- 
out spot  and  blameless. 
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
